One gun, the 
lett 13-inch piece, was loaded when 
the firing ceased. Lieut. Hudgins, the 
turret officer, and Lieut. Graeme, the 
umpire, remained in the turret, discus- 
sing some firing rules. The turret 
crew, about ten minutes after firiig 
ceased, began to unload the gun- 

Three sections of gun had been 
withdrawn by meal hooks and piaced 


on the turret floor, when the man 
handling the hooks accidentally short- | 


circuited the switch to the electric am- 
munition hoist behind him, causing an 
arc which fused the metal of the 
switch, and the molten particles drop- 
ped into the hole in the floor. 

THE SUFFPRERS. 

Seeing the danger, this nian jumped 
headlong down through the turret, and 
was but slightly injured. 

Lieutenants Hudgins and Graeme 
were seriously 
burned, No explosion took place, and 
no sound was heard by the officers on 
the bridge, but smoke and flame burst 
‘from the turret. 

Fire quarters were sounded, and 
hose laid to the fire with great prompt- 
ness. It was put out without di- 
culty, and further damage prevented. 

THD INJURED MEN. 

The burned men were removed at 
once. Six of the enlisted men were 
dead. Lieut. Hudgins died at 3:45 
o'clock the next morning, and Lieut. 
Graeme, who was removed at once to 
his own ship, died at 6 o’clock. The 
condition of the injured men is favor- 
able.

Charge Against Dr. Crapsey, 
Placed on Trial. 


First Case of Kind in Fears 
in Episcopal Church. 


Court Convenes 
to Hear Testimony. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 


BATAVIA (N. Y.) April 17.—The first 
trial for many years in the Protestant 
Episcopal Church was begun here to- 
day, when the Rev. Algernon Sydney 
Crapsey, D.D., for twenty-five years 
rector of St. Andrew's Church, at 
Rochester, was placed on trial before 
an ecclesiastical court, charged with 
utterances from the pulpit of that 


to be in violation of the tenets of the 
Protestant Episcopal faith. 

In 1904 and 1905, Dr. Crapsey deliv- 
ered a series of sermons. These were 
afterward published, under his author- 
ity, under the title “Religion and Poli- 
ties.“ @ presentment against him 
contains fifteen extracts from this book, 
which are the basis of the charge that 
he intentionally expressed disbelief in 
these doctrines of the church: 

The divinity of Christ, the conception 
of the Holy Ghost, the virgin birth, 
the bodily resurrection and the trinity. 

A second specification under this first 
charge is that he made utterances of 
a like nature as recently as December 
31 last, with the same interest to deny 
the same doctrines as enunciated in 
creed and the Nicene 


The second and last charge in a 
presentment is that Dr. Crapsey vi 
lated his ordination vows by failing to 
conform to the doctrines, disciplines 
and worship of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church. 

Under the second specification of the 
first charge, the utterances attributed 
to him in his December sermon are 
these 


First—Jesus was born of parents be- 
longing to the middle class. 
Second—He was born of a simple 


Fourth—The fact that the early 
Christians predicated a miraculous 
birth to Christ was to be regarded as 
one of the greatest misfortunes that 
has ever befallen mankind. 

The truth or falsity of the church's 
doctrines is not to be argued at the 
trial. The sole question is whether the 
things that Dr. Cra said are con- 
trary to those doctrines and did he so 
intend them to be. ; 

DR. CRAPSEY’S DEFENSE. 

It is understood that Dr. Crapsey’s 
defense will hold that under a liberal 
interpretation of the creed he has not 
contradicted its doctrines. 
If he is found guilty of intenticnal 
denial of the tenets there is but one 
punishment—dismissal from the church.

NO BOYCOTT 


Their Merchants Too Fond 
of Making Money. 


Charles Denby Testifies In 
Senate Committee. 


Mongol Pride Needs Sooth- 
ing—Coolies No Account. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—The Sen- 
ate Committee on Immigration listened 
to Charles Denby on the Chinese boy- 
cott of American goods today. Mr. Den- 
by. who was in China for twenty 
years, attached to the American lega- 
tion or holding office under the Chi- 
nese government, said the movement 
became apparent in 1904, and that it 
had been organized by some intelli- 
gent Chinese who had visited America. 
He had no direct information impli- 
eating former Minister Wu. While the 
boycott is now apparently dead, it 
might easily be stirred to life and fury, 
he said. 


The English and German commercial 
institutions at first were inclined to 
exult at the movement against Ameri- 
can goods, said Mr. Denby, but when 
they saw the movement spreading to 
an anti-foreign boycott, they changed 
their tone. 

CHINKS ABSORB MONEY. 
“What were the reasons for the 
early demise of the movement?” asked 
Senator Latimer. 

“Movements of this character are 
difficult to sustain,” said Mr. Denby. 
“The Boxer movement died after a 
few months, and the reason for the 
ineffectiveness of such movements is 
that the Chinese cannot be prevented 
from attempting to make money.” 
AMERICAN TRADE IMPROVES. 
In spite of the effectiveness of the 
boycott, American trade, according to 
Mr. Denby, had improved. The great- 
est falling-off in exports .was shown 
in the flour trade, which goes to Hong- 

: trade territory. Mr. Den- 
by did not hold the view that English 
influence had anything to do with the 
situation. 

PACIFIC COAST AFFECTED. 

Senator Heyburn showed that in hit- 
ting the flour industry, the blow had 
been struck at the section of the coun- 
try—the Pacific Coast—most interested 
in excluding the Chinese. | 

MUST TOUCH THEIR PRIDE. 

Asked concerning modifications in 
the exclusion laws which would be 
Imely to allay the anti-American feel- 


the ing. Mr. Denby said that the Chinese 


government takes little interest in its 
coolie class, and the concessions must 
be to the privileged classes. A modifi- 
cation of the laws excluding laborers, 
said Mr. Denby. would not appeal to 
the Chinese national pride, which is a 
new characteristic. 

“Is this pride growing?” he was 
asked. 


“Well, it has grown so strong that 
it induced American financiers to part 
with the best railway concession in 
China,” replied Mr. Denby. 

PRIVILEGED CLASSES. 

Continuing, he said that the admis- 
sion of the Chinese laborers would do 
little good, and would be too dear a 
price to pay for any increase in trade 
that might come to the United States. 
The American laborer cannot compete 
with the Chinese coolie. Greater free- 
dom in the admission of the Chinese 
student and merchant classes would 
have a more salutary effect than any- 
thing this government could do, said 
Mr. Denby. 

The hearing was adjourned without 
date. 

In a statement, tonight, In explana- 
tion of his remarks about the report 
coming from China about the boycott, 
Mr. Denby said: “I expressly said to 
the committee that I had no 
knéwledge of any such actions; that I 
was not in China when the boycott 
broke out. I further expressly said 
that the only definite knowledge I had 
of any favoring of a boycott by any 
Chinese of the official class was from 
an article in the North American Re- 
view of April, 1964, by Wang Kal Kal. 
in which he warned American manu- 
facturers of the danger to which the 
American policy exposed them from 
the ability of the Chinese in boycot- 
ting.”

NGLED DIVORCE LAWS. 

The decision of the United States 
Supreme Court relative to divorces, 
handed down Monday, has created a 
condition bordering on panic among 
divorcees in general, and particularly. 
in divorce centers such as Chicago 
and North and South Dakota. The de- 
cision in effect declares that “a State 
in which only one party to a divorce 


It is evident that this is a 
and far-reaching question, and 


would distinctly be against public pol- 
ley, and this is a factor which the 
courts are not inclined to disregard. 
‘Whether the dictum laid down by 
the Supreme Court will be retroactive 
is another question not to be decided 
off-hand. Divorces without number 
have been granted under the condi- 
tions now interdicted. These have 
been recognized in other States than 
those in which the decrees have been 
granted. A provision of the Constitu- 
tion declares that laws enacted in 
any one State shall be recognized in 
all the other States of the Union. 
Laws and court decisions have been 
so recognized freely and voluntarily, 
in the past. It is not conceivable 
that the newest decision of the Su- 
preme Court can be so construed as 
to upset all these previous acts, which 
have become established and recog- 
nized as legal. The questions involved 
are too profound and complicated for - 
luminating discussion by laymen; yet’ 
it would seem both anachronistic and 
iconoclastic for the highest court in 
the land to reverse accomplished facts 
and upset established conditions, to 
such an extent as a literal interpre- 
tation of its decision would imply. 
One effect of this decision will be 
to emphasize the need for a uniform 
divorce law, effective in all the States. 
This teform has been agitated for 
years, and it has gained many earnest 
aavocates. Under the principle now 
laid down by the United States Zu- 
preme Gourt a uniform divorce law be- 
comes more than a mere dream of 


HE PUZZLE IN VENEZUELA. 

‘There has been a good deal of 
doubt as to the exact value to be at- 
tached to President Castro's resigna- 
tion. The turning over of his office 
to the Vice-President, Gen. Gomez, a 
complacent tool of the Venezuelan dic- 
tator during fecent years, has been 
treated with a broad smile of in- 
credulity by many conversant with 
the interior politics of the country. 
At the approaching climax of the 
French imbroglio it might be con- 
venient to have a new figurehead for 
the republic, but the controlling hand 
on the lever would still be that of 
Cipriano Castro, so argued exiled ene- 
mies of the adventurer who are anx- 
jously longing for more trustworthy 
proofs of his self-effacement before 
they care to take the risk of returning 
to their native land. 

However, the news from Curacoa 
that the ex-President’s favorites and 
satellites are all en route for Europe 
renders it probable that the Castro 
régime is really at an end. In the 

flight are included the 
names of Cabinet Ministers, govern- 
ment secretaries, provincial Governors, 
business agents, partisan editors—in 
short. the whole “get-rich-quick” 
crowd who have played up to Castro's 
antics during the past six years and 
have presumably shared in the spoils. 
These people state that they are 
ing the trip to Europe for “rest and 
recreation; but such a general exodus 
renders it tolerably certain that snug 
private fortunes had been salted down 
in foreign banks before the necessity 
of a vacation was determined on. 
Castro himself is known to be many 
times a millionaire. He was penni- 
less when he usurped the Presidency 
six years ago. His official salary bas 
been $12,000 per annum. Now be 
owns some of the finest ranch prop- 
erties in Venezuela. luxurious city and 
country homes, stacks of valuable 
stocks and bonds, besides having im- 
mense sums on deposit in English and 
French banks. The rapid accumula- 
tion of such wealth is sufficient com- 
mentary on his methods of govern- 
ment. Castro's special line of busi- 
ness, brought to the perfection of a 
fine art, has been to despoil and crush 
out foreign industries, and then create 
monopolies for the enrichment of him- 
self and his myrmidons. His rule has 


believes 


been one of plunder clear through. 
|The army and the police have been his 


the pretence of constitutional govern- 


ment, he has simply dared any one at 
their peril to vote against him, his 
nominees to office, and the legislative 
measures he required for the consum- 
mation of his audacious scheme. 

Such a career can run only for a 
comparatively limited term. The end 
may come by revolution and assassina- 
tion. Or there may be discreet flight 
to climes and pastures new, when a 
sufficiency of plunder has been secured 
and further looting becomes an over- 
dangerous game. The taking off of 
Cipriano Castro appears likely to be 
of the latter order. But we shall 
know definitely now in a few days’ 
time whether his loudly-vaunted 
patriotism and fire-eating defiance of 
the world at large (the United States 
included) were merely the carefully 
studied tricks of a grafting game. 
Some there be who still believe that 
Castro is an honest man, a loyal up- 
holder of his country’s rights, and 
altogether a fine type of American. 
But if his traveling trunks turn up 
on an ocean liner, even these few of. 
wondrous faith will at last have their 
eyesight cleared of the mists of de- 


E HEARST FORGERIES. 

No more arrant humbug exists in 
the world of politics than William 
Randolph Hearst. He poses for what 
he is not—a champion of honest pol- 
itics and honest elections. He really 
in neither. Pretending to 
run for Mayor of New York upon 
genuine petitions signed by large 
numbers of the voters of that city, 
the facts show that there were hun- 
dreds if not thousands of forged names 
in the petitions upon which his can- 
didacy was based. His candidacy was 
naught but a fake. Pretending to be 
a friend and champion of “the com- 
mon people,” a hater of monopoly, he 
opposes the true interests of the peo- 
ple, devotes his energies largely to 
seif-aggrandizement, and ostentatious- 
ly defends one of the most vicious of 
all modern would-be monopolies—the 
organized labor trust. 

A recent issue of the Brooklyn 
Daily Eagle (Dem.) in a trenchant. 
editorial, punctures the pretensions 
and hypocrisies of Hearst in a most 
effective manner. Hearst, it is sated. 
entered into a contract with one Gold- 
berger, “according to the terms of 
which he was to furnish names—for 
a consideration.”

It would have exposed 
him to the very charge which Hearst 
makes against him, that he has 
“openly enlisted under the black flag 
of the leagued foes of honest elec- 
tions." The Brooklyn Eagle causti- 
cally says: 

“Crime has or has not been com- 
mitted. Whether it has or has not re- 
mains to be shown in court. It is the 
function of the District Attorney to 
estabiish the case he has taken in 
hand, without reference to the sus- 
ceptibilities of any man or any set of 
men. The public looks to him for 
that. The public looks to him for such 
an example as will have a salutary ef- 
fect when nomination by petition Is 
attempted again. This much, at least 
this much, Jerome owes to those who 
placed him where he is.

E NEW FRENCH MINISTRY. 

The French ministry, headed by 
M. Rouvier, was of short duration. In 
the present political conditions in 
France t will be no easy matter for 
any ministry not merely to steer clear 
of Scylia and Charybdis, but to run 
the gauntlet down the long line of 
opposing factions, separated in bitter 
hostility along several lines of cleav- 
age. It remains to be seen how long 
M. Sarrien, the new Minister, will 
hold his place of power. 

The French themselves look upon 
the new Premier as very much of a 
figurehead. The real object of atten- 
tion is Ernest Ciémenceau. He is the 
power in the new ministry, and it is 
so understood. Clémenceau’s career 
has been lar even for a 
French politician. Born in Vendée in 
1841, one would rather expect to find 
in him a man of devout religious 
spirit like most of the people of his 
country. As a matter of fact he is 
a radical among radicals, and most 
radical on the subject of religion. He 
studied medicine in Paris. but never 
paid much attention to his profes- 
sion. When just 30 years of age, in 
1871, after the downfall of the third 
Napoleon at the formation of the 
third repubiic, he was elected to the 
National Assembly. Four years later 
he became president of the Municipal 
Council of Paris, and the next year 
was chosen a member of the Chamber 
of Deputies. A year later he was of- 
fered the task of forming a ministry 
and declined it. His political star re- 
mained in the ascendant until the 
great se&ndal in connection with the 
Panama Canal set all France by the 
ears. Ciémenceau was caught in the 
midst of that financial whirlpool and 
éarried down in its turbulent waters 
out of sight, both his friends and his 
enemies thought, beyond the possibil- 
ity of return. Clémenceau during these 
years had been one of the leading 
French politicians who favored the 


formation of an alliance with Eng- 


unless, indeed, knowledge of 


party of the first part. That would 
make abuse of Jerome intelligent.

AClémenceau was caught in close al- 
Lances with the infamous Cornelius 
Herz contributed in no small degree to 
drive him into dense obscurity. That 
was sixteen years ago. Those who 
kept in touch with political move- 
ments in France at that time will 
scarcely have forgotten the vigorous 
eloquence with which Paul Dérouléde 
attacked Clémenceau, whom he char- 
acterized ag the “builder of twenty 
crises, criminal author of our divi- 
sions, and destructive counselor of 
the detestable foreign policy.” 

French writers say that the domin- 
ion of Clémencean in the new min- 
istry is manifested by the way in 
which he imposed his own policy upon 
the Sarrien ministry. He insisted, and 
successfully, upon the incorporation 
of his own ideas pure and simple in 
the whole scheme of politics con- 
cocted by the new French govern- 
ment. As Minister of the Interior he 
has under his own hand the machin- 
ery to manage the coming elections, 
and it is noped that out of his po- 
litical shrewdness, unrestrained by 
conscientious scruples, the new WNa- 
tional Assembly will be constituted 
of ardent friends devoted to the plans 
of the government. Clémenceau is 
not working alone. M. Briand, at the 
head of the legal department of the 
ministry, M. Etienne, as Minister of 
War, are counted upon to lend all the 
aid in their power, that is, the legal 
machinery backed by the army, to 
carry out the plans of Clémencean. 
Next lines up Léon Bourgeois, Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs, who will main- 
tain in all ite efficacy the new alli- 
ance with England without unneces- 
sarily loosening the ties that bind 
France to Russia, although it is evi- 
dent to all observers that the new al- 
Hance with Great Britain is in the eyes 
of the Sarrien ministry much more 
important than the old alliance with 
the Muscovite empire. | 

The interesting point In these plans 
of this new French ministry touch 
upon the contest now going on, the 
most vital question stirring the minds 
of the French people, about the sepa- 
ration of the church from the state. 
Clémenceau is counted upon by the 
friends of the new law to carry it out 
with all the vigor of his own will and 
with all the rigor of that law which to 
American eyes seems unjust in many 
respects.
